Liquor Reform Convention, 
Representing Billion Dol- 
lars, Opens at Mil- 
waukee Today. 


‘CRY ‘DOWN WITH JOINTS’ 


Delegates Will Consider Their 
Elimination in Order to 
Check the Prohibi- 
tion Wave. 


House chaning preparations aiming to- 
ward the elim of the *‘ bad” saloon 
will be begun today at the forty-eighth an-- 
nual convention of the United States Brew- 
ers’ association in Milwaukee. That the 
action of the convention will have far reach- 
ing results ie indicated by the significant fact 
‘that the gathering will represent interests 
having nearly $1,000,000,000 invested in the 
brewery business. 

Six hundred firms are members of the asso- 
ciation, and while there are 1,800 breweries in. 
United States the delegates will speak for 
fully 80 per cent of the money tied up in this 
branch of the manufacturing business. 

Many brewers from all parts of the country 
arrived in Milwaukee during the evenitg, and 
At was predicted that by noon today there 
would be nearly 8,000 members of the asso- 
elation and men interested in allied trades 
in town. 

The Philadelphia and Pennsylvania dele- 
gations arrived in the evening, headed by 
John Gardiner of Philadelphia. Robert 
Crain of Baltimore, August Lieber of In- 
dianapolis, Edwain Faust of the Anheuser- 
Busch brewery of St. Louis, and H. Schmidt 
of Philadelphia were among the other promi- 
nent brewerg to arrive. President Julius 
Liebmann will arrive this morning with the 
New York delegation. 

Cites Minnesota’s Experience. 

A picturesque figure among the brewers !{se 
Thiri Vice President Wiltam Hamm of 8t. 
Paul. 

“In Minnesota we have been worrying 
along for over twenty years under what is 
commonly called high lNeense regulations,” 
he said. “ Our experience has shown us pos- 


rittvaly that the people, as a whole, are per- 


fectiy “eatisfied with the regulation of the 
traffic under both high license and local op- 
tion, anc that if it was not for the Anti-Sa- 
loon ‘eague and the methods of their profes 
sional agitation there would be little demand 
for any change from this system, particular- 
ly in view of the fact that under our loca) 
option laws it must be admitted that the 
policy of ideal home rule on this question is 
granted to the peopid.” 

Mr. Hamm conceded there has been some 
objection to the saloon business, and in some 
sections the number of saloons fg. 
‘and aleo that in Individual instances 
‘operation of the saloon has been objection- 
able. “ These objections,’’ he said, * will be 
largely eliminated by an effort on the part 
of the staociation to remove — 
places.” 


Eliminate Vicious Features. 


While prohibition in all its phases and thé 
campaigns of the fall and spring elections 
will be discussed, the chief effort of the man- 
ufacturers will be to establish standards 
for the saloon business that will not leave it 
open to the attacks of such men as oppose it 
only on the grounds of its vicious accom- 
paniments. 

An ideal or model saloon wil! be pictured by 
those who hold that ft is not the sale of in- 
toxicants so much as its frequency in con- 
nection with gambling and other forms of 
vice that has led to the success of the pro- 
hibition movement. 

A set of rules prescribing the conduct of 
the bars owned by the breweries regulating 
such matters as the presence of women, the 
sale of liquor to minors and habitual drunk- 
ards, and the abolition of all forms of dice 
and card games in connection with the estab- 
lishment, probably will be drawn up. 

For the general discussion of the merits 
and faults of total prohibition a number of 
speakers from 4ll parts of the country and 
one from England have been secured. 

Distinct from the convention there will be 
a meeting of the various allied tradee that do 
business with the brewers, and steps against 
prohibition probably will be taken. 


Work Ahead for Delegates. 

The meeting of the trustees will be held at 
3 o'clock this afternoon at the Hotei Pfister, 
which will be headquartets for the conven- 
tion. 

In the evening there will be a meeting of 
the officers of the state associations and of 
representatives of the allied trades. 

The convention proper wlll open tomorrow 
morning with addresses by President Lieb- 
man and Mayor David 8. Rose of Mil- 
waukee. They are to be followed by 
J. Topham Richardson, one of the larg- 
est hop merchants of the world, who is treas- 
urer of the British Brewers’ society. He 
will speak upon the English licensing bill and 
the principle of compensation. Charles J. 
Schmidt of Chicago, representing the Brew 
Masters’ association, also will speak. 

At the public meeting in the Alhambra 
theater tomorrow afternoon the platform 
will be occupied by Arthur Brisbane of New 
York, BB. J. Giddings, candidate for gov- 
ernor of Oklahoma; George W. Peck, former 
governor of Wisconsin; Judge J. A. Caldwell 
of the juvenile court of Cincinnati, O.; J. 
Renner, prohibition officer of Cincinnati; 
and Henry Fink, Milwaukee's collector of 
internal revenue. 

The Milwaukee brewers have arranged a 
smoker for the evening, and on Wednesday 
the general meeting at which the ‘issues 
of the day ’’ will be considered and officers 
elected. This will be followed by a lake ex- 
cursion.

8:30 o'clock in the afternoon, government 
reading, which means about 93 degrees street 
reading. 

Fourteen Children Lost. 

Fourteen children were lost during the day 
at Lincoln park, but were found late and 
restored to their panents by the police. 

The heat sent thousands to the north side 
park, the largest crowd of the season being 
reported. :

Balloonist Dies After Short Visit with | 
Father—Women at Amusement Re- 
sort Faint at Accident. 


Springfield, mh, June T,—[Special.]—To be 
dashed to death in a tree at Mildred amuse- 
ment park while his father scanned the sky 
for a view of hie big balloon, was the fate 
today of Luther Edward Jones, 27 years old, 
an aeronaut. 

The father, L. M. Jones of St. Louls, came 
to Springfield to see hisson. He visited the 
young man at the park, but being compelled 
to return home did not wait for the ascension. 
He was on his way to the depot when he saw 
the balloon rise high with the parachute | 
swinging loosely. 

Realizing that an accident had occurred the 
father hastened back to the park to find that 
his son hed met almost instant death. 

A large crowd witnessed the accident and 
many women fainted when the body of tae 
aeronaut was hurbed to the ground. 

The balloon wae cut loose a few minutes 
after 6 o'clock and at the instant it roge a 
heavy wind drove it directly against a tall 
tree. 

The bag cleared the tree, but the parachute 
with Jones in it was thrown into the 
branches, fracturing the man's skull and 
breaking the life belt, so that he fell in the 


midst of the crowd.

Yates is 81 years old, and her feeble- 
ness by reason of age was accentuated about 
a year ago when she fell and fractured her

| PRISONERS PRAY FOR BILLK : 


Jail Is Transforaied Momentartly 
Into a House of Worship. 


650 JOIN IN SUPPLICATION. 


Convicted Slayer Cheerful; Says He 
. Won’t Palter at Last Moment. 


The Cook county jail was transformed into 
a house of worship for several minutes yes- 
terday afternoon when 650 prisoners joined 
in prayer asking that the death sentence of 
Hermann Billik be. commuted to life .tm- 
prisonment. 

This prayer meeting, without equal fn the 
history of the jail, was entirely unpremedi- 
tated. Billik’s wife and four children were 
visiting him. Just before they left, his daugh- 
ter, kneeling near her father, started a 
prayer. 

"©, God, please save my papa,” she said. 

Word was quickly passed from tier to tler 
from the women's ward to the “ pen."' The 
building, which a few moments before had 
been filled with coarse laughter and coarser 
talk, quieted down, and even the most hard- 
ened criminals there offered up a word of 
prayer that Billik’s life might be spared. 


Billik Appears Cheerful. 

Billik himself, although he knows that un- 
less Gov. Deneen and the board of pardons 
act in his case today he will die on the gal- 
lows’ Friday morning, was apparently cheer- 
ful. sae 
' “J am confident the Lord will take care of 
me,” he said. “I am innocent of the murder 
of the Vzral family and I know Fathér 
O’Callaghan and others who have worked 
in my behalf have obtained evidence enough 
to cause the governor and the pardon board 
to save me from hanging. 

“But if it is decreed that I must dfe, I 
will walk to the scaffold without fear and 
will repeat there that I am innocent. I 
will not falter at the last moment, for I 
have no fear of death. I have done many 
things during my Mfe which may not have 
been right, but I bave repented and asked 


forgiveness.” 
Wants Complete Vindication. 

“Would you be satisfied if your sentence 
should be commuted to life imprisonment?’ 
he was asked, 

“No, I would not. I want complete vin- 
dication. I believe I would rather die than 
live the rest of my life in prison. What a 
feeling of horror it must be to arise every 
morning, go through the same work day 
after day, knowing it must continue for years 
and years until death relieves you of your 


suffering! 

*I have been made happy by the encour- 
agement and help given me by other pris- 
oners here. All have done what they could 
to make life more bearable for me and all 
have prayed that I be not punished for a 
crime I did not commit.”

WHIP PLATFORM INTO SHAPE 


Republicans Follow Roosevelt 
Ideas Closely in Document. 


SOME FIGHTS IN SIGHT. 


Tariff Revision Plank May Be Opposed 
in the Committee. 


Conferences in regard to the platform to 
be adopted by the republican national con- 
vention have been in progress both In Chi- 
cago and in Washington for the last week. 

As a result of these policies‘the rougn 
draft of a platform has been framed for 
presentation to the resolutions committee. 
It will approve what have been calied tne 
“ Roosevelt policies." None of thg planks 
has been licked into final shape as yet. ~« 

The work has been done by Wade Ellis, 
attorney general of Ohio, the draftsman ef 
the recent Ohio state platform; Senator 
Hopkins, who will be the chairman of the 
committee on Yesolutions; Senator Long of 
Kansas, and a few others, including the 
president and Secretary Taft, who have 
been freely consulted. 

Senator Hopkins of Illinols, who has been 
selected as chairman of the resolutions com- 
mittee, will be in Chicago today. He indi- 
cated over the long distance phone from his 
home at Aurora last night that the object 
of his visit will be to consult witIT various 
leaders to obtain their views as to the char- 
acter of the language to be employed. 


Members from All States. 

As the state delegations arrive they will 
select their representatives upon the resolu- 
tiors committee. The “ standpatters’’ are 
expected to be in force upon this body. Hop- 
kins himself has been against tariff re- 
vision. So have Dalzell and Fordney of Michi- 
gan, both of whom are expected to serve on 
the committee. But these men are expected 
to bow to the imevitable, especially in view 
of the certainty of Taft's nomination. and 
it is not believed they will be able to modify 
seriously the pledge for immediate revision 
which the Taft forces will demand. 

The Minnesota delegation probably will 
designate as their member Frank Kellogg, 
known to the country as the special counsel 
for the government in the Investigation of the 
** Harriman. situation "’ and in the Standard 
Oil prosecution. Kellogg unquestionably 
will stand earnestly for complete approval of 
the president’s policies with respect to the 
railroads and the trusts. * 

The platform conferees who have been in 
consultation in Washington have received the 
advice of some leaders In Chicago who are 
closely identified with the president and Sec- 
retary Taft. These leaders are understood 
to have gone so far as to draft certain planks 

nd to send them to the national.capital for 
approval. + * 

Some Differ with President. 

Some of the highly conservative repub- 
licans in Chicago do not believe the planks 
should go as far as the president and Sec- 
retary Taft would like, ,put the former is’ 
insistent and Mr. Taft, being pledged to the 
policies which his chief has enunciated, js 
emphatic that they be incorporated in the 
platform. 

That these republicans do not expect their 
views to prevail is shown by the statement 
made by one and tn which the others con- 
curred that “ for information as to the plat- 
form apply te Washington.’’ One adminis- 
tration and Taft delegate asserted last night 
that if the president’s policies, especially 
with reference to railroads and trusts, were 
not approved he would rise upon the floor of 
the convention and offer a resolution amend- 
‘jme the platform, and he was certain his 
amendment would be adopted overwhelm- 
ingly. 

So far as thetariff plank is concerned there 
is absolute unanimity as to the advisability 
of revision, not at the coming short session, 
where there are other matters to be dis- * 
posed of, but ata special session immediately 
after the inauguration of the new president, 
during which the tariff shall be the sole sub- 
ject of discussion. 

The, polictes of President Roosevelt will be 
indorsed unequivocally, and this indorse- 
ment will be the central idea of the document. 
These policies will be set forth as the embodl- 
ment of the principles of the républican 
party, whose achievements will be lauded as 
at all times wise and beneficent, as ever inp 
the interest of all the people. These princi- 
ples, it will be declared, are quite in contrast 
with™the policies of the democratic party, 
which, as embodied in the public utterances 
of its leaders, it will be said, promise noth- 
ing good that can be assured of accomplish- 


ment. 
Tariff Revision Demanded. 


The republican party’s record as the party 
of protection and sound money, as the-party 
of progress and good principles, as the party 
that gave freedom to Cuba and lifted the 
yoke from the necks of: the people of the 
Philippines and from Porto Rico, will be up- 
held for admiration and made the subject of 
much praise, and the voting public will be 
asked to continue to patronize the political 
craft that hae carried it across so many 
streams. 

Specifically speaking. more attention has 
been given by the platform makers to the 
tariff than to any other subject. There wil 
be a direct declaration for revision, but the 
disposition is to leave the working out of 
details to the ingenuity of congress. | 

The action of the two houses of congress 
in instructing the committees which will deal 
with the tariff, the senate committee on 
finance and the house committee on ways 
and means, to make especiab investigation of 
the situation will afford sufficient excuse for 
this course, as the result of these inquiries 
wih be unavailable to the convention, while 
they supposedly furnish congress with a 
basis for action, 


Seek to Equalize Duties. 

This preparatory step will be indorsed and 
this will be g general pronouncement in favor | 
of such changes in the schedules as the ad- 
vence of time and the progress of the country | 
since the enact-. 


the consumer the benefit of the most favor- 
able prices consistent ‘with the protection 
of: domestic industries and home labor. It 
will-be emphatically stated that there must 
be no innovation that will permit Ameri- 
can labor to come into competition with 
foreign labor, and accordingly it will be spe- 
cified that In all cases the duty must be equal 


reasonable profit to the American producer. 

The principle of protection will be indorsed 
in general terms,’‘and there may be a declara- 
tion fayorable to a maximum and a mini- 
mum tariff as the one best calculated to in- 
sure the promotion of American interests 
under varying conditions. A clause declar- 
ing againet the utilization of the tariff for the 
promotion of monopoly also is among the 
probabilities. * 


Finance Given Prominent Place. 


Next ta the tariff-the financial plank has 
received the most careful attention; but thé 
enactment of the emergency currency law 
just before the close of the recent session of 
congress has rendered the preparation of this 
plank much simpler than it would have been 
if there had been no such legislation. 

Congress will be congratulated on the 
Aldrich-Vreeland bill as in the interest of 
sound finance and’ as calculated to. protect 
the business world against possible panics in 
the near future and at the sammie time provide 
forthe permanent improvement of our cur- 
rency system through the .recommendations 
which it is anticipated will be made by the 
commission appointed under the new law. 

Reference will be made to the financial 
disturbance of last fall, and while the seri- 
ousnees of that crisis will be recognized, the 
claim will be meade that the repub- 
lican party was found able to meet the 
situation, and the country will be informed 
that by its prompt action the business world 
was saved from long drawn out financial de- 
pression and industrial inactivity. The 
country will be accordingly congratulated 
on the fact that when this emergency arose 
the republican party was in power and in 
position to come to the rescue. 


Rate Legislation Praised. 


The republican adminietration also will 
be complimented on the passage, during the 
fifty-ninth congress, of the railroad rate 
law, and this legislation will be pointed to as 
an example of what the party will do for 
the country at large in case it is given such 
a lease of power as to.afford it sufficient time 
for the changes which are believed to be 
desirable. 

The president's attitude in the matter of 
the general protection of the resources of the 
country will be favorably commented upon 
as indicating the best course for future legis- 
_lation. His position in favor of the deepening 
ref the channel of the Mississippi river and 
the general improvement of the inland water- 
ways will come in for enthustastic indorse- 
ment, as will his vigorous work in prosecut- 
ing the construction of the Panema canal. | 


‘Would Amend Sherman Act. 

The convention will plage itself on record 
as favoring such amendment of the Sher- 
man anti-trust law as will enable the rail- 
roads to enter into reasonable traffic agree- 


tion in the criminal courts. Probably there 
also will be a deciaration in favor of the 


the meane to become monopolies engaged in 
interstate commerce, so as to give the na- 
tional government such supervision’ over 
‘them as is now exercised over transportation 
agencies. . 

In. this connection there will be pronounce- 
ment in favor of national control as against 
national ownership. Cognigzgance will be 
| taken of the demands of labor to the extent 
of recommending such legislation as will: in- 
sure labor organizations agairst snap judg- 
ment by the courts in the issuance of in- 
junctione without due notice or necessary 
hearing. 

A recommendadtion for the removal of the 
triple penalty in conspiracy prosecutions, 
when such prosecutions are directed against 
labor onganizations, is probable. 

There -will be a demand for the continua- 
tion of the policies of the present adminis- 
tration towards corporations. Attention will 
be called to the wisdom of carrying into effect 
all the recommendations of the president, and 
the necessity for a “ square deal ”’ all round, 
for the enforcement of the law without regard 
to person or. places, and for the equal pro- 
tection of all, under the law, will be empha- 
sized. 


Insular Problems Dwelt Upon. 


There will be a trust resolution along the 
Mnes of that embraced in the platform of 
i900, when the necessity and propriety of 
honest codperation and-combination was rec- 
ognized to meet new conditions and extend 
American trade in foreign countries, but 
when conspiracies which create monopolies, 
Hmit production, and control prices were 
pointedly condemned. 

Much care will be given to the planks deal- 
ing with the Phittppines and Cuba. The pa- 
cific attitude of this country towards Cuba 
will be held to have been demonstrated by 
the present relationship of the two countries 
and by the generally known fact that, hav- 
ing restored peace and order to that island, 
the United States now’ is preparing to bring 
ita protectorate to an end and remove the 
evidences of its control. 

Our management of affairs in the Philip-

MANAGERS OF “ALLIES” BUSY 


Preparing to Resume Contests 
Today Before the Committee. 


‘THREAT TO BOLT RECALLED. 


Georgia and Kentucky Cases Are on 
Program for Hearing Today. 


At the headquarters of the candidates at 
the Auditorium Annex yesterday the mana- 


plans for resuming the political battle in the 
national committee today. Most of the com- 
mitteemen and other politicians went automo- 
biling, but the captains stuck to their desks 
and worked. 

Both the Taft forces and the Allies said 
in the evening that they were well prepared 
for the program of contests. The committee 
will meet this morning and finish up the 
Georgia contests, after which the four, dis- 
trict-contests in Kentucxy will be disposed 
of. The committee probably will not get fur- 
ther than that by the time it adjourns. 

The headquarters of the rival parties were 
agitated most of the day*by the various ru- 
mors of the moves contemplated by either 
side. Atthe Taft headquarters the managers 
were agitated by the posajbility of the Allies 
carrying out their threat to bolt the national 
committee. All fears on this ground were 
dissipated i:ate in the afternoon when the 
Allies issued their statement that they would 
stick to the program. : 


Managers Agitated by Rumor. 

At the Hughes, Fairbanks, and Knox 
headquarters the managers were agitated 
by the report that Secretary Taft had tele- 
phoned from Washington ordering Hitch- 
cock, Statter, and Phelps to relinquish their 
proxies and retire from the deliberations of 
the committee. This rumor was disposed of 
when it became known that Nationa! Com- 
mitteeman Luna of New Mexico had ar- 
rived on the scene and Committeeman Mc- 
Kenzie would arrive today, by virtue of 
which “the proxies held, respectively, by 
Hitchcock and Statter would be canceled. 

This caused some quiet expressions of joy 
among the followers of the allied candidates, 
who insinuated that the sudden appearance 
of Luna and McKenzie looked significant. 

“ Looks as if they had been hurried to Chi- 
cago,” said one manager in the camp of the 
Allies. “It lets Hitchcock down easy, you 
see.”’ 

The headquarters of ‘*‘ Uncle Joe’ Cannon 
on the parlor floor of the Auditorium were 
the only ones not agitated by political ru- 
mors. Angus Erly had gone in search of the 
spot where he wag born thirty-five years ago 
and John Eversman was out in an automo- 
bile. The only excitemént-on the parlor floor 
of the Auditorium was created by a gang of 
] carpenters nailing up the partitions of the 
suite of rooms that will form the Cannon 
headquarters. 


Dissension in Indiana Camp. 


It developed that fe Indiana managers 
are greatly conce®ned) over a threatened 
break in the delegation and that efforts are 
now making to hold it together and give it 
something like a semblance of harmony. 
The trouble arose over the discovery that 
Senator Beveridge had held a meeting with 
some sixteen members of the delegation, one 
more than a majority, and that an agree- 
ment had been entered into by which Bever- 
idge was to be chairman of the deelgation 
and a member of the committee on resolu- 
tions, A. C. Sills of Monticello, a member 
of the delegation, whose loyalty to the vice 
president always has been regarded as 
problematical, was selected for membership 
on the credentials committee, the under- 
standing being that he would act with the 
Taft managers. 

. Boon after the meeting, it appears, three 
men who attended it began to question the 
propriety of turning the delegation over to 
Beveridge, and in the end reported what had 
occurred to Chairman Goodrich of the state 
central committee. Three men were induced 
to abandon the Beveridge scheme, thus leavy- 
ing him with only thirteen votes in the delega- 
tion, or four less than a majority. Senator 
Hemenway already had let it be known to 
some of the delegates that he wanted to be 
& member of the committee on resolutions, 
and Goodrich, being state chairman, wished 
to be chairman of the delegation. The matter 
hag not yet been settled and the leaders are 
: — greatly concerned over the situa- 
on. 

The majority of the men who attended the 
Beveridge meeting seemed to be displeased 
particularly with Joseph B. Kealing, United 
States district attorney, and ‘manager of 
Fairbanks’ campaign. They declared that 
they woul? not go to Chicago and “ be led 
around by the nose by Joe Kealing,”’ and 
that the sooner Fairbanks rides himself of 
such a manager the better it would be for the 
party. As the case now standa Beveridge is 
in the minority in the delegation, but his 
friends are working to organize the delegates 
according.to his wishes.

WILL ADOPT SUFFRAGE PLANS. 


How to Frame Resolution Asking 
Plank in» Republican Platform 
Puzzles Women Interested. 


How the resolution which the suffragists 
will present at the republican convention Is to 
be framed is a subject of particular concern 
to the women interested. Several resolutions 
have been drawn up, but according to Mrs. 
Charles Henrotin they are all far from sat- 
isfactory. The matter will be sdecided 
finally this afternoon at a meeting in the 
Woman's club. A lively argument is an- 
ticipated. " 

Mrs. Henrotin, one of the most active 
workers for the suffrage plank, said last 
evening that she thought the most satisfac- 
tory presentation would be something in the 
nature of a “ recommendation to states not 
to disfranchise any citizen. on account of 
sex.”’ 

Thia she-much prefers to another resolu- 
tion proposed, which asks for “ the extension 
of the elective franchise to women of the 
United States by states upon the same quali- 
a SE that it now is accorded to men.”’ 

e latter resolution carries the implication 
in it that the women wish the right to vote 
for the sole reason that the men enjoy it, 
and the chief purpose of the meeting this 
afternoon will be to arrange their rhetoric 
s0 as to convey the impression in no uncertain 
phraseology that they wish their inalienable 
rights irrespective of man and his concerns. 

Another point of concern among the women 
which will be settled at the meeting is 
the choice of the committee which will 
present the resolution and of the spokes- 
woman. Sharp contests for the honors are 
expected. Mrs. I. 8. Blackwelder will pre- 
side at the meeting. Mrs. Henrotin, Dr. Anna 
M. Blount, and Dr. Cornelia De Bey are 
working earnestly for the adoption of the 
plank. 


CANNON MAY VISIT CHICAGO. 


Probably Will Be the First Candidate to 
Arrive Here Before the National 
Convention Begins.

It will take something more than a silk 
hat, a paper badge, and a red, white, and blue 
walking stick to gain entrance into the re- 
publican national convention as a member 
of a marching club on Wednesday, the sec- 
ond day of its session. 

So many demands have been made for tick- 
ets that there was a suspicion among the 
convention managers that certain crafty in- 
dividuals might disguise themselves as 
members of marching clubs and so gain a 
sight of the big show. 

But tickets aré tickets these days and all- 
precautions have been taken to keep out all 
except properly accredited marching clubs. 

Chairman New accordingly has required 
the officers of each marching club to fill 
out the following biank: 


Name of club? 

From city of? 

Probable number? 

Will bamd accompany club? 
Describe club uniform. 
Name of probable marshal? 
Time chub arrives? 
Headquarters? 


Gen, Young Directs Parade. 

As fast as these blanks are filled out they 
are turned over to Gen. E. C, Young of the 
Illipois national guard, who has been placed 
in charge of the parade. 

It is expected there will be several thousand 
marchers in line, comprising famous clubs 
from all over the country. The first to re- 
turn the identification blank properly made 
out, however, was from the Marion club of 
Indianapolis, organized by Harry New;which 
naturaily will be for Fairbanks. Its mem- 
bers will wear blue serge uniforms. The 
Blaine Marching club, with its 500 members, 
from Cincinnati, will shout for Secretary 
Taft; the American club from Pittsburg and 
the Tippecanoe chib from Cleveland are ex- 
pected to.march. There will be others from 
Philadelphia, New York, and Milwaukee. 

The parade will form in Michigan avenue, 
near the Art inetitute, and march south in 
Michigan avenue to a point opposite the 
Coliseum and will enter the building from the 
rear, through a vacant lot. 


Mareh Through Convention Hall. 


The clubs will pass in review before the 
speakers’ stand and march out again, taking 
about an hour. It will be at a time when the 
committee on credentials tg at work, and 
therefore the business of the convention will 
not be interrupted in the least. There will 
be no chance for the marchers to break up 
and get seata in the convention even if they 
desired to do it. 

The program for the first two days of the

From 
12,000 to 14,000 at this moment are sick with 
the disease, and 4,000 of them will die this 
year.

More than 90 per cent of this con- 
sumption cowd be. cured if taken in time.’’ 

At Dr. Favill's request a resolution was 
adopted recommenting that all affiliated 
unions grant a hearing to physicians sent 
out by the Chicago Tuberculosis institute 
for the purpose of spreading knowledge as 
to the best methods of preventing and curing 
tuberculosis.

STARVING SCHOOL CHILDREN. 
The long winded orations before the 


credited members have little interest to 
the public. The barring of teachers over 
fifty years of age may or may not be ad- 
tantageous to the schools, But what 
about that important humanitarian proj- 
ect for relieving the pressing personal 
needs of ill fed pupils? 

A New York mother has been found 
who has been getting up at sunrise every 
morning along with her husband to-go to 


the park in order to escape the agony of 


-her ¢hildren’s cries for breakfast before 
the time comes to start for school, con- 
scious that the cupboard is bare and that 
she can provide them with nothing. Chil- 
dren are fainting in the schools of that 
city from sheer physical exhaustion. 
Others, already breakfastless, do mot go 
home for luncheon because there is noth- 
ing there even for the parents, 

Do such conditions prevail in Chicago? 
Are there children here whose limited 
food makes them unfitted to receive the 
full benefits of the free instruction the 
schools afford? Individual cases have 
been reported. <A resolution to investi- 
gate and to make proper provision for re- 
lief has been presented to the board of 
education. What is being done about it? 

The situation in one large city is apt 
to be that in another. The teacher can- 
not do much to relieve the suffering which 
is reflected in the pinched faces of ill fed 
pupils. The sharing of lunches by those 
more happily situated cannot be depended 
upon for satisfactory solution of the prob- 
jem. The gratuitous feeding of children 
at the expense of the school board would 
probably not. be wise. But if the condi- 
tions which have developed in New York 
exist in any measure in Chicago the facts 
ought to be ascertained at once and given 
wide publicity in order that willing hands 
may undertake a relief quickly prompted 
by generous hearts. 


. BRYAN’S PUBLICITY CAMPAIGN. 
Mr. Bryan’s desire for publicity in 
campaign contributions is finding unex- 
pected realization.

BARRING THE CONTRACTORS. 

The paving contractor has never had a 
high place in public esteem. The fault 
has been his own. He has been permitted 
to lay his granite or cedar blocks, his 
macadam or asphalt, in his own sloveniy 
way. There have been few checks upon 
him in days gone by. If the apparently 
flawless street surface quickly showed 
holes and the faulty material used was 
revealed the angry citizens had no redress, 
“What are you going to do about it?” 
was a convenient answer to all protests, 

Property owners have been assessed 
heavily for street paving which would not 
be-tolerated for an hour if the transaction 
were a private one. There are many 
streets with comparatively new pavements 
already in a disgraceful condition. At- 
tempts to force the contractors to make 
their work good have not been successful, 
In some instances the city has been com- 
pelled out of sheer shame to patch up 
places and then to sue the contractors for 
the expense. That has not been a paying 
process. , 

The new plan is a good one. The indi- 
vidual citizen seldom allows himself to be 
twice defrauded by the same'man: If he 
gets poor service from one he seeks an- 
other workman the next time. The mil- 
lennial day is still far distant when a 
municipality can hope to receive the same 
sort of honest and efficient work as the 
private citizen demands and expects to 
get. But there will be marked progress 
in the right direction if the rule be firmly 
established that a contractor who fails to 
remedy faults in one paving job shall not 
have another. 


WESTERN ATHLETIC HONESTY. 

Was the fight of three years ago in 
vain? At that time, it will be remem- 
bered,. the college authorities passed dras- 
tic legislation to purify the athletic at- 
mosphere.. The upheaval was complete. 
Evils were torn out by the roots. Pro- 
fessionalism, dishonorable conduct, im- 
proper campaigns for high school stars, 
and similar unworthy accompaninients of 
intercollegiate athletic rivalry were 
charged and proved. The legislation and 
the revelations preceding it interfered seri- 
ously with familiar athletic relationships 
But everybody recognized 
the need of the reforms and welcomed 
them, 

There are signs of a relapse. On com- 
plaint and presentation of clear evidence 
by Wisconsin representatives the captain 
of the Chicago track team was barred 
from further competition and stripped of 
his athletic trophies right on the eve of a 
“meet” between the two schools. On 
complaint of Lilinois authorities an Iowa 
runner is suspected of professionalism. 
In close sequence the winning pitcher of 
the Lllinois baseball nine is charged with 
using his skill for pay in connection with 
semi-professional games. If convicted, his 
champion team will lose all the glory 
which he helped to bring to it. 

Sometimes the rulings of the Amateur 
Athletic union seem almost puerile. But 
the need of rigid watchfulness is apparent 
as one of these college scandals follows 
another. The high sense of honor often 
seems lacking among athletes. The pit- 
tances for which some of them are will- 
ing to sell their amateur standing only 
emphasize the necessity of strict over- 


‘sight. There is not much wonder that 


many members of college faculties often 
feel that the complete abolition of inter- 
collegiate athlet{cs would bring a marked 
improvement in college life. 4

Curraghmore is haunted by a famous and 
most authentic banshee, in the form of a 
lady dressed in the garb of the beginning of 
the eighteenth century, with fair hair, and a 
broad black ribbon tied round the wrist of 
her left arm. It is supposed to be the ghost 
of the wife of Sir Tristram Beresford, who 
lies buried in St. Patrick’s cathedral, and 
who periodically makes her appearance when 
any family event is about to take place in. 
the house of Beresford. 

Lord Waterford, like all the members of 
his family, is intensely superstitious, and 
gave an amusing Illustration of this pecu- 
liarity on the oecasion of the birth of his 
eldest son and heir, Iittfle Lord Tyrone. He 
owned a fine house in Cavendish square, Lon- 
don, which unfortunately bore the number 
13, and so alarmed was he lest this unlucky 
number should cast a blight over the so- 
called “happy event,”’ that. he actually 
leased for a couple of months another fur- 
nished house on the same square, where the 
birth of the child took place. 

Lord Waterford is married to a daughter 
of Lord Lansdowne, and has five children, 
two of them boys, After them in the line 
of succession to the marquisate and estates 
comes Admiral Lord Charles Beresford, and 
then William Beresford, the 12 year old son of 
the late Lord William Beresford and of his 
American ‘wife, who, a daughter of Commo~ 
dore Cicero Price of the United States navy, 
married in turn Louls Hammersley of New 
York and the late duke of Marlborough, be- 
fore becoming the wife of Lord Beresford.

Among the oldest families of the German 
aristocracy are the counts and countesses 
Durckheim-Montmartin, whose name is well 
known in America through the frequent par- 
ticipation of two of the young counts of that 
ilk in motoring and ballooning contests in 
the United States. 

They belong to what is known as the 
Uradel of Bavaria, that istosay they were 


already nobles at the dawn of history. Just- | 
| ly proud of their lineage, they were horrified 


to learn not long ago that one of the youth- 
ful scions of the house had married, in Lon- 
don, a soi-disant vicomtesse de Civry. 

The count, who is extravagant and in debt, 
had allowed himself to be inveigled by the 
lady into the belief she was the granddaugh- 
ter of the so-called “Diamond” duke of 
Brunswick, and chief heiress to his colossal 
fortune, which has been a source of litiga- 
tion between the de Civrys and the city of 
Geneva for the last quarter of a icentury. 

Young Count’ Durckheim-Montmartin had 
evidently paid little attention to jthe news- 
paper records of the case, each of the numer- 
ous trials in France, in Switzerland, and in 
Germany, contributing to demonatrate the 
fallacy of the pretensiona of the ab Civrys.

After his marriage, finding nisl Pride had

His family foolishly entered upon negotia- 
tions with her, offering her $10j/000 if she 
would abandon all further claims upon him 
asahusband and consent to a‘divorce, 

The money was about to be paid when 
the woman by some chance was recognized 
as a Berlin adventuress, whose real“name 
was Kathi Schulz, who for a time had 
figured in Berlin, vaudeville as a showgirl 
under the name of “ Cyssy Civre."’ 

The Durckheim-Montmartin family was 
likewise shown that the woman could . not 
possibly be a vicomtesse de Civry or a grand- 
daughter of the ‘“ Diamond "’ duke of Bruns- 
wick. 

To begin with, there is no such title as that 
of vicomte de Civry, There was a Mlle. de 
Givry, the only sister of the two counts de 
Civry, who have been the claimants to their 
grandfather's fortune. She died, under 
rather tragic circumstances, about a year 
ago, unmarried.

Neither of the counts de Civry has a wife. 
And they lead a sort of hand-to-mouth ex- 
istence in Faris as journalfsts, and were im- 
plicated in the scandal connected with the 
blackmailing of Max Lebaudy, popularly 
known as “Le Petit Sucrier’’ (the Little 
Sugar Pot). 

They are sons of the late comtesse de Civry, 
a natural daughter of the ‘‘ Diamond ” duke 
of Brunswick, by a Miss Seymour: That the 
late comtesse de Civry was the offspring of 
the duke is beyond a doubt. 

But there ts a serious question as to 
whether her mother, Miss Seymour, was 
ever married, even morganatically, to the 
duke, 

No va evidence of their marriage ever 
had been produced, and the alleged proofs 
put forward by the plaintiffs in' the suit for 
the duke’s fortune always have been shown 
of a bogus character. 

The duke, both prior and subsequent to his 
deposition and banishment from Brunswick, 
treated the late comtesse de Civry as his 
natural daughter; attended as such her con- 
firmation in Paris, and provided for her wel- 
fare, until she angered him by first of all 
allowing herself to be converted to the Roman 
Catholic church by Pére Lacordaire, and 
afterwards by marrying against his wishes 
the penniless and Catholic Comte de Civry

After this he declined to have anything 
more to do with her, repudiated her claims 
of relationship, and when he died left most 
of his colossal fortune to the city of Geneva, 
the remainder going to his brother and suc- 
eessor on the throne of Brunswick. 

His daughter commenced suit for his for- 
tune,and since her death in penury her claims 
have been pursued by her sons in the courts 
of Europe until finally defeated for all time 
a few months ago. 

Of course the result of the discovery that 
not only was the wife of young Count Durck- 
heim-Montmartin not a sTancdaughter of 
the duke of Brunswick but not even any re- 
lation ofthe De Civry family, or warranted 
to use their name and their title, has been 
that the Durckheim-Montmartins have sus- 
pended all negotiations with the woman, have 
declined to fufill their promise of paying 
her $10,000, and have taken steps to annu! 
the marriage on the ground the young novlé- 
man had been inveigied into it by fraud. _ 

The Durckheim-Montmartin family came 
prominently to the fore during the reign of 
the late King Louis of Bavaria, when Prince 
Arnulf of Bavaria not only fej! deeply in 
love with the Countess Alfred Durckheim- 
Montmartin but became so assiduous in his 
attentions as to compromise her in the eyes 
of the public, and to call for the intervention 
of her husband, who challenged him to @ 
duel. 

The prince accepted the cartel and the com-

publicly reprimanding him for his offensive

But other men’s castles, thogee old red walis 
of ‘the Alhambra standing out there in the 
moonlight, guarding their Moorish gold, 
haunted by memories of houris and kings, 
as well as castles of soberer associations, 
will give my fancy house-room at my will. 
And meanwhile I am quite content that my 
first night in Spain is spent not in a castle 
but In a respectable inn. It makes me much 
at home to have a mosquito buzzing around, 
But it ien’t homelike to be writing by an 
inch long candle, -_ _— , easy. 


I am glad you are reading the Alhambra. 
I will bring you some views from here that 
perhaps will not be in your book. I hope 
that from your reading you have become 
enchanted with the beauty of the Spanish 
words, like Browning's youth.

Deecriptions of the Alhambra ought to be 
written by a golden pen dipped into irides- 
cent dew. One. need not have either a beg- 
gar’s imagination or the glamour of the 
morning in his eyes in order to appreciate the 
beauty of the stronghold's form and of its 
situation. Looking at it from bélow, with 
the snowy summits of the Sierras looming up 
behind it, you gain a sense of its excellence 
geographically. And the view from, the 
Generalife’s mirador displays its topograph- 
ical significance, its wonderful supremacy 
of that fair vega which the Xenil and the 
Darro rivers water. 

‘Nor is one less impressed on entering the 
fortress by Weliington’s grove of elms, and 
the Gate of Justice protected fron? disso- 
lution by the enchanted graven hand that 
never yet has grasped the magic graven key 
below. It is deNghtful to mount to the roof 
of the Torre de la Vela, whence the ‘silver 
toned bell rings out at evening over the 
drowsy landscape, and to behold the smiling 
valley from this, its crown. 

Below and to the left lies the fertile vega, 
cut here by the rippling Darro and again 
farther to the left by the sparkling Xenil. 
To the right is the Spanish city of Granada, 
a mingled mass of tiled roofs and blooming 
gardens overtopped by the great cathedral. 
Beyond loom, in impressive background, the 
majestic Sierras, lifting into the lofty clouds 
their sunlit towers. One’s glance, sweeping 
southward, lingers at that little hill which in 
this direction: is the first step to the heights. 
“The last sigh of the Moor,” it is called, 
because here Boabdil took farewell of his 
lost ihn Te i ;

And I presume I do not need to tell you 
that I enjoy wandering through the courts 
and chambers of the palace, stopping here to 
listen to a chiming fountain or there to ex- 
amine some Arabic inecription or delicate 
tracery, pausing now and again to enjoy a 
vista through an arched window and resting 
beneath the citron and.orange trees-of the 
gardens, listening to nightingales singing at 
noonday in the dusky groves beneath the 
towers or else to the happy sound of running 
water. It is all marvelous to me, from that 
famous court of Hons, haunted nightly by 
the spirits of the murdered Abencerrages, to 
the mirador of Lindaraja, which ioday is 
scented not by oriental perfumes but by fra- 
grant breezes sweet from almond blossoms. 
The Moslems used to think that celestial 
paradise hung just above this spot. Who 
knows? No doubt it was true for them. 

The Granada, you recall, was the last 
kingdom retained by the Moorsin Spain, and 
the Alhambra was the concentrated expres- 
sion of that refined and gorgeous eastern 
civilization which was grafted on this con- 
tinental stem. It remains for us today at 
once the last Moro-Arabic bulwark and ‘the 
final efflorescence of Spanish Moslem power. 
Developed from a single red castle built in 
the middle of the ninth century, enlarged in 
the thirteenth century by the then Moorish 
ruler, and completed by Yusuf I. in the suc- 
ceeding century, it presents the perfection of 
Moro-Arabian art; it is a gem of the east in 
Europe, of Damascusin Granada. 


I saw a Moor on the city street this after- 
noon. He had on his full native costume, 
from turban to slippers, all enveloped in a 
cloud of white gauze. I wonder if he thought 
of the days a thousand years ago when his 
people ruled here magnificently. Theré came 
back toeny mind “ The Lament of Granada "’ 
as I heard it in the coffee house at Tangier, 
and I realized that there is Nttle that ifs sa 
in the thought that the old families st 
keep the keys to their former houses here 
because of the tradition that they cherish 
that they wil come back some day. 

That is beautiful and there is poetry enough 
in it to keep a dreamer happy for a life- 
time. But do the present degenerate sons 
of the race know its heauty and poetry? 
Do they really hope or care to come back 
some day? Or do they treasure the keys 
merely because they happen to have them, 
and sing the songs and tell the stories merely 
because they are theirs? ‘ 

The Moors can never be forgotten, in 
Spain. Ferdinand and Isabella and their 
misguided successors drove out this cultured 
and enlightened people to the country’s last- 
ing injury, depriving thé land of the beet 
that she had of science and letters, destroy- 
ing many of her most exquisite materia] at- 
tractions, and bringing upon her a poverty 
of resource.

Protection Verwus Free Trade. 

Omaha, Neb., June 1.—[ Editor of The Trib- 
une. }—There will be an election soon of great 
importance, embracing protection and sound 
money versus free trade and free silver, the 
same issue as we had eight yearsago. Mr. 
Bryan says he has not changed, so he must 
stijt be in favor of “free trade” and 
“free silver,” and if nominated and 
elected we may have free trade before 
the expiration of his term, as the same 
element may elect a congress inside of four 


| years that will give us free trade, or largely, 


and this would’ mean a repetition of 1893, 
when desolation, failures, and hunger 
abounded throughout all parts of our coun- 
try. While the rich suffered in a loss of 
money, the poor went hungry and many 
without shelter, all caused by free trade, for 
every dollar imported into this country that 
we can produce or manufacture is a dollar 
lost to our people, and labor loses 90 per cent 
or more. 


I was in San Francisco before and during | 


free trade. I saw cargoes of lumber from 
British Columbia sell at the same prices as 
our own lumber and displacing a like amount 
from our mills. Shipments from British Co- 
lumbia continued until 90 per cent of our mills 
were cicsed. Our milis were paying $1.50 a 
day. and British Columbia mills $1 a day for 
ordinary labor. 

Is it not best to uphold protection on every 


article that we can produce or manufacture, | 


thereby permitting our milis and factories 
to run full time, keeping labor employed at 
good prices? What good if we have good 
crops if our people are not employed, as they 
cannot afford to pay transportation? The 
product of the farm decays and perishes 
when it should sustain life. If the tariff 
is revised, let it be on articles that we cannot 
produce or manufacture. 

While sound money is important, it is as 
nothing compared with protection. While 
it is true that protection has buflt up our 
factories and mille, it has given employment 
to our people, who purchase largely the prod- 
ucts of ths farm. 

I would also like to see immigration much 
restricted. My present plea, however, js in 
preserving all the protection we now have by 
keeping the present tariff on all items that 
we cannot produce or manufacture. The

unit for protection, as it has for more than 
forty years been our bulwark of strength.

Wash Black Lace. 


Black lace should not be washed unless it 
is decidedly dirty, but shoufa be wel! shaken 


to remove as much dust as is possible and 


then dipped in a solution of deep blue gum 
water. When the lace. has become dirty and 


‘prownish in color, the best plan is to wash it 


in soap stds and then rinse and stiffen it in 
deep blue water, to which the gum water 
has been added. The deep blue water will 
help to restore the lace to its original black. 

The lace should be all rolled in an old cloth 
for a short time and then pinned out with the 
cloth between it and the sheet, as it imparts 
a blue stain, which it would be necessary 
to remove from thé sheet. 

When the lace {s quite dry remove-the pins 
and place a piece of tissue paper over it. 
Iron it with the paper between it and the iron. 
If the iron. is placed directly on the lace. it 
will leave a gloss on it which is not pretty 
and which stamps it as ‘‘ washed lace.” 

A good method for washing lace is to dip 
it in a solution made of equal parts of milk 
and water.. After squeezing out the lace 
should be rolled in a cloth for a few minutes 
and then straightened and placed between 
folds of tissue paper and ironed until dry. 
The above solution makes che lace stiff, 
therefore if it requires but a slight stiffening

{Gustave Fesdnionl Gives Ideas on 
Developing Genius of West. 


MUSIC WOULD BE KEYNOTE. 


Advantages from Business and Artistic 
| Points of View Outlined. 


In a conference between T, Edward Wilder, 
generai secretary of the Chicago Association 
of Commerce, and Gustave Frohman at Mr. 
Wilder's residence at Elmhurst yesterday, 
the ‘dee of a permanent exposition on lines 
similar to those of the World's Columbian 
expositicn, but smaller in scale, was dis- 
cussed at length. 

‘The point wae made that many Chicago- 
ane recognize that the old exposition on the 
lake front was in a large ure the parent 
of the ffinous world’s fair, that much of 
| the giant business of earlier days in Chicago 
was fostered, if not born, in the old exposition 
building. 

This permanent exposition would be de- 
veloped under the auspices of the Association 
of Commerce and housed in the great build- 
ing which the association contemplates as 
the home of its enterprises. The Keynote of 
the exposition scheme, would be music— 
music for the whole people of the west and 
middle west—a rallying ground for art as well 
—a piace for fostering the genius of the west 
in music and art, with the underlying purpose 
of creating a great attraction for visitors 
and th» advertising of all of Chicago's busi- 
ness interests. ‘ 


Frohman Tells of Plan. 

Speaking of the plan Gustave Frohman 
said last night: . 

“Chicago built and managed the greatest 
of all world’s fairs. What Chicago has done 
once it can do again, and do it continuously. 
THE TRIBUNE of this morning stated that a 
little bird had whispered to a reporter the 
story of how Chicago might have grand 
opera—a story which evidently came from 
the recent fellowship dinner of the Chicago 
Association .of Commerce. 

‘Joseph Basch’s grand opera scheme, as 
touched. upon at the dinner and in THE 
TRIBUNE this morning, is a shrewd business 
move, and I can readily see how quickly the

Of course, these artistic lines 
would be with thé aim of attracting people 
to Chicago and fostering trade. I look upon 
it as a business proposition, as a great ad- 
vertisement for the merchants of Chicago, 
and that is why it would seem feasible for 
the leading men of the city to go down into 
their pockets for the fundsto launch it. The 
merchants could have at the exposition all 
their wares and manufactures and works in 
miniature, 

“ By: introducing this new enterprise of 
music and art there would be no entering 
into competition with the theaters or other

COLLEGE MEN EXHORTED. 


Sermons to Graduates Emphasize 
Necessity for Ideals and Prob- 
ity in Daily Life. 


Princeton, N. J., June 7.—Commenrcement 
week at Princeton university was formally 
ushéred in today with the time honored bac- 


calaureate sermon to the senior class, deliv-— 


ered by President Woodrow Wilson of 
Princeton university. The town is full of 
visitors drawn here to attend the commence- 
ment exercises this week.and many of them 
attended divine service in Alexander hall, 
where the baccalaureate sermon was deliv- 
ered. 

President Wilson's address was a power- 
ful plea for moral individualism in public 
and business life. He commented on the 
ethical revolution that is taking place and 
predicted that ‘‘the moralist wiil’ dictate 
both to the lawyer and to the man of busi- 
ness.” In the course of his sermon Mr. Wil- 
son said: 

Individual Character Lacking. 

* The words of scripture I have chosen for 
the guidance and stimulation of our thought 
this merning are these: ‘ Let no man deceive 
you; he that doeth righteousness is righteous, 
even as he is righteous ’’—that is, Christ. 
If you want to know the real difficulty of 
. modern life, try to apply the utter simplicity 
of such a test: ‘as that to it. Who is he that 
doeth righteousness in our modern Hfe? 

- '* Men do not choose their parts in Nfe sep- 
’ grately and individually in our day as they 
did in the days of our fathers. Every affair 
of life takes on more and more the aspect 
and practice of wide organization; each man 
finds himself a small part ef some great 
whole, whose operation is decided by votes

whose morals are composite morals, a com- 

promise combination of what the material 

interests of the body dictate and what the 
enterprise of its managers suggests. 

*“ Look about you with candid eye and you 
shall find that the malady of the age is lack 
of individual courage, leck of individual 
integrity of thought and action. 


Cynicism Will Not Last. 

“The tendencies of our minds, the tenden- 
cies of our age have affected alike our stand- 
ards amd oyr conduct. We have grown 
*practical.” Our present cynicism will not 
last, is not. lasting. The tendency to be 

* practical’ will not conquer the tendency to 
be moral. The great awakening we have 
just hed to the moral aspects of so much 
modern business is but the beginning of a 


hange. 

“Put every tndividual, great and small, 
upon a stern probation. Do not impose your 
private judgments upon him, but within the 
mits of Christian justice judge inflexibly. 
Let standards be standards, not sliding scales 
that follow your sympathies. Judge men 
according to their esvential character, but 
demand that they have some essential char- 
acter to be judged, and be not time servers.”’ 


Students as Crusaders for Ideals. 

' Galesburg, IIL, June %.—[Special.]—That 
» the students of American colleges should be 
inspired to go forth as crusaders for ideals 
politically and socially was the theme of the 
baccalaureate address today by President 
Thomas McClelland to the senior class of 
Knox college. The great problem of the 
colleBes was asserted to be the formation in 
the students of unselfish and patriotic mo- 
tives. 

“ How far the nation has gone wrong,” ‘said 
President McCilel! “can be judged not so 
much by the grosser forms of crime as by 
the large number of hentrlalive measures agi- 
tated in legislative halis and the press to 
protect society against the greed of those 
that do not hesitate to manipulate the great 
interests intrusted to their charge for purely 
selfish ends. President Roosevelt was right 
im his declaration that there would be no 
' twilight zone wherein great concerns could 
violate laws with impunity.~ Society has a 
right to claim assistance from these young 
men in the colleges and the present condi- 
tions provide the greatest opportunities for 
usefulness and service. Higher education is 
an investment and the public good is the 
only justification for the expense. Eyvery- 
thing awaits the impulse of the educated 
mind rightly inspired. ‘

“It makes no difference if you are of the 
old or new school,” said he ‘ Majorities 
are not always right; the history of the 
minority is often the history.of righteous- 
ness. 

** It is essential that a physician be of pure 
heart and life, and what ig true of medicine 
is equally true of theology, politics, and elec- 
trical engineering. The gospel of Luke is 
full ef facts that could only have been gath- 
ered and narrated with the seeing eye of a 
physician. An immoral man may be 4 
Luther for theology, but nevertheless he 
exhumes evil. We need men so immune 
morally from contagion and contamination 
that they can go anywhere, into the evil ‘of 
the wickedness of sin, because of purity of 
heart.’

PROGRESS OF CATHOLICISM 
_IN CHINA TOLD BY BISHOP. 


The Rt. Rev. Augustus Henningheus 
and the Rev. Peter Dsachang Lecture 
at St. Micheel’s Church. 


The Rt. Rev. Augustus Henninghaus,; 
Roman Catholic missionary bishop in China, 
and the Rev. Peter Dschang. a Chinese 
priest, who is accompanying him on his 
American tour, lectured last evening to @ 
large congregation in St.’ Michael's church, 
Cleveland avenue and Eugenie street. 

Bishop Henninghaus, who spoke in Ger- 
man, declared that when he went to China 
twenty-two years ago, succeeding Bishop von 
Anzer in the district of South Shan Tung, he 
said his first mass in a donkey stable. The 
district basa native population of 12,000,000, 
and of these 1,000,000 are Christians. There 
are 1,000 foreign priests and 600 native priests 
in the province, he said, but many more are 
needed, and he appealed to all Catholics to 
ald in Christilanizing the Chinese nation. 

The bishop related some of the hardships 
he has encountered—he has been in prison 
several times on account of his faith—and 
told of two priesta of his district being mur~- 
dered by boxers.
